Dr. Hunt Traces Divergence 


In Modern Christian Views 


In the sermon on "Fundamentals 


oC the Faith," Dr. Geo. E. Hunt 
of the Christ Presbyterian ^church 
yesterday 
morning pointed 
out 
that it is necessary 
to 
recognize 
that in the past 
hundred 
years 


more secrets have been unlocked to 
men's minds than ever before in 
the- history of the world, particular- 
ly in the realm of tho control ,of 
the forces of nature. 
"In the second place," 
he said, 
"it is to be noted that since the 
middle of the last century a groat 
wave of materialistic thought has 
swept over tho earth, a philosophy 
that found its purpose in the- pro- 
motion of pleasure, and -which re- 
cognized' physical power as the su- 
preme force. 


"The third great fact is that this 
philosophy of pleasure and power 
which ridiculed all ideas of moral 
power in qualities like meekness, 
humility, and love, led to the inevi- 
table crashing of civilization into 
the ditch. 
No other outcome was 


possible in a world ruled by the 
forces of greed, selfishness and ma- 
terial force. 
As a result of the 
shattering of the old faith, and the 
wreck of the world as the fruitage 
of the philosophy of materialism 
men are spiritually confused and 
lost in a fog'-bank of doubt. . 


"Out of this situation have come 


to schools of Christian thought: one 
che conservative group known as 
the "Fundamentalists" led by Dr. 
Gray of Moody Institute in Chica- 
go and Dr. Torrey of the Bible 
Institute in Los Angeles, the oth- 
er the progressive fcroup led by Dr. 
Fosdick of Union Theological sem- 
inary of New York City. 
TU- for- 


mer believes that to 
rebuild the 


world it is necessary to go back to 
the strict type of religious views of 
our fathers and grandfathers, —. 
who believe that every verse and 
chapter of the Bible is of tho same 
inspired authority as every other. 
The latter believe it necessary to 
reinterpret 
religion and 
Christ's 


teaching in the light 
of modern 


knowledge and modern social con- 
ditions,—who believe chat the Bible 
ir, but the record of the religious 
experience 
of 
a 
people, 
s-hot 
through and through with errone- 
ous scientific ideas—the ideas 
oi 


their 
time—but 
bearing in its 


pages the evolution in men's minds 
of the concept of God from that of 
early times up to the magnificent 
the petty, jealous tribal gods of 
concept of God as interpreted by 
Jesus: a holy Father who loves and 
cares for every creature in his uni- 
verse." 


Dr. Hunt then took up what he 


said must be fundamental planks in 
any great platform of faith dis- 
cussing in turn the great 
essen- 


tials that lie nt tha heart of all 
religion. 
"First is the idea of God, an idea 


basic and. common to all religious 
and all faiths. 
The Christian idea 


s hat of a loving Father of the 
world, with a kind purpose back of 
all the universe. Fundamentalists 
emphasize God's stern holiness, and 
preach the fear of tho Lord; pro- 
gressives emphasize in addition to 
God's righteousness the tender love 
of God as it manifests itself in a 
Mother's love and in tho spirit of 
Jesus. 


"Second is the idea of Jesus as 


the revelation and interpretation of 
God to men-—the incarnation of the 
spirit of God in a man in a higher 
degree than in any human beine 
before Or since his time. No grand- 
er conception of the spirit of love 
and trutn as the foundation of hu- 
man 
society has ever been given 


to the world than is found in the 
message of Jesus. "Other founda- 
tion can no man lay." 
'Regarding 


Jesus Fundamentalists 
lay 
much 
stress upon the doctrine of the im- 
maculate conception, believing it to 
be essential to the authority of the 
message of Christ that this doc- 
trine be adhered to. 
Progresives 
lay the emphasis upon the life'and 
message of Jesus treating the cir- 
cumstances of his birth as nones- 
sentials. • 


"Third is the idea of the Holy 


Spirit which means God's 
inborn 


presence in the hearts of men—that 
bit of the devine in ths heart of 
every man which is the basil of the 
regeneration of men, the develop- 
ment'of which means lifting men 
irom lower to 
higher 
spiritual 


levels. 
"Fourth is the idea of. the atone- 
ment, the chance for new opportun- 
ity, and hope for all v.'ho have lost 
i,heir way. 
Like a Mother forgives 
n\e erring child religion teaches us 
.ievout forgiveness:, not necessarily 
-.he undoingN of the past . but the 
possibility oE redeeming life thru 
new opportunity; the doctrine that 
.•sst mistakes do not doom men to 
lives of failure. 
"Fifth is the idea of 'the Holy 


Catholic church'—the only human 
institution whose sole purpose it is 
;o be the channel through .which 
ise spirit of Jesus is brought into 
the world through ministry and in- 
struction. 
"Sixth is the idea of the King- 


dom of Heaven. 
Here the diver- 


gence 
of Fundamentalists and lib- 


erals is probably widest o? all. The 
.'ormer look upon the world as ut- 
terly hopeless and lost. 
They do 


,iot expect the kingdom ever to be 
built on earth, but expect to see 
the world plungo from misery to 
misery until the end of the world, 
when, by a fearful cataclysm the 
aid order will be swallowed in the 
:>it of destruction, and the elect -will 
ascend to Heaven. 
Hence 
their 


conception of the 
duty 
of 
the 


church is to save as many souls 
out of the wreck as they can by 
preparing them for a safe journey 
to a future Heaven. 
Liberals, on 


the other hand, find in the teach- 
ing of Jesus the idea that the king- 
dam of heaven is to include Earth 
as well as Heaven-—'Thy wiil be 
done on earth as it is in Heaven1, 
a social order that will not come 
suddenly with the blare of trum- 
pets, but will 
grow 
slowly and 


quietly in the hearts of men like 
the unfolding of a seed, transform- 
ing men into the spirit and pattern 
o£ the life of Jesus, until all nwn 
and all nations shall give allegiance 
to the great master-teacher. 


"Seventh is the idea of life ever- 


lasting—tho immortal nature of 
the souls of men—a fact 
which 


Christ, the greatest authority on 
the questions of life after the de- 
cay of the body, spoke ever with 
the clearest assurance- and a doc- 
trine that does more than any oth- 
er to guide he lives of men by mak- 
ing them take a long range view 
of life that takes- into its peervicw 
not a few years on the earth only, 
but the whole unending life of all 
eternity."

Franklin E. Bump, assistant attor- 
ney general declares. 
This decision of the court, writ- 


ten by .Justice Doerfler 
overturns 
the ruling of the attorney general- 
that tho •property between the wa- 
ter line -and the highwater 
mark 


around inland bodies of "water, was 
open to unrestricted use of the pub- 
lic, .Mr. Bump said. According to 
the assistant attorney general, . it 
will prohibit the use of the shore 
by hunters, fishermen, or other per- 
sons, .except insofar as the owner 
permits. 


In his opinion Justice 
Doerfler. 


said: 
"Rishts of riparian owners are 
based on his title to owne"rship of 
the banks of the uplands. 


"Such ownership • gives him 
the 


exclusive '.privileges of the shore 
for purposes of access to his land 
and the v/ater. 
''The public can 
only 
acquire 
privileces 
from him by .purchase, 


prescription or eminent domain. 


"Such rights include the rifeht of 
using the shore for bathing beaches, 
piers, -wharves, harbors or booms 
and walls to protect erosion. 


"When the -waters in the laka re- 


cede to the low water mark, 
the 


public has tihe .privilege to use the 
water up to ths water 
line and 


when the water extends to the or- 
dinary high water 
mark, 
such 


rights of the public extend." ' 
Justice Doerfler concluded fur- 
ther that "the public use of the 
waters in navigable bodies like the 
meandered inland lakes, is confined 
to and is founded upon the original 
_basis by English courts and main- 


tained by Amsrica-n courts, 
that 
such bodies of water 
constitute 


highways for navigable 
purposes 


and that in the course of time in 
the development of law and its ap- 
plication to existing local condi- 
tions and in response to public re- 
quirements, these rights have been 
extended so as to include fishing, 
recreation, boating, bathing, hunt- 
ing and other things which are 
dominated incidents of navigation. 
Therefore the use of these waters 
for the various purposes is open to 
the public 
when 
exercising the 
rights of navigation."

by the State Health department-in the battle 
to keep the compulsory vaccination law

tion in your paper of an item--under the head- 
ing. 
"SMALLPOX SPREADING,"

•work up an epidemic to suit' the needs of the 
case. How opportune is this so-called epidemic! 
Almost simultaneously with ths arrival in the 
senate of the assembly bill by John Peltier, 
which passed the assembly by a large major- 
ity, and now goes to the senate committee on 
education and public welfare for concurrence, 
Ard notice, please, that two cases of smallpox 
in a city the size of Madison is the beginning 
o£ a threatened epidemic. This article was fol- 
lowed by another in your issue of April 3, en- 
titled, "Vaccination is 2000 years old," claim- 
ing to show that vaccination is- the only thing 
th.it saves, us from smallpox. Two years ago, 
aft-jr a bill repealing the compulsory vaccina- 
tion law had passed the assembly, a similar 
"smallpox scare" was worked up in Madison 
anil other places in the state, and the bill was 
defeated in the senate.
